First I daalyed sending you the earliest of the enclosures not to interfere 
with your concentration and preparation on the 22R2 appeals brief, then not to 
intrude into your 1443 preparation. Now theat they are past, or 1448 should be before 
you can get this, I limit to this central thing about 1996 because of its importance, 
l have much else for you and will be sending some separately after I speak to Hae 
again about what she has prepared.

potential consequence. I also believe that were this not true it is essential 
and that it o© not later than the coming cllendar call. I put it this way in tlis event 
you have something else in mind. I believe it should be at the calendar call. I’ve 
also indicated what x believe should be some of the issues. 

Concentrating on this and doing it well is one of the ways you can reduce the 
heavy load. Not doing it is one of the ways this heavy load has been created. 

tod J do hope 2 r ou have it all prepared before you get tot the lawyer’s lounge, 
carefully organized so you can keep control of it and not disconcert yourself by 
losing control over your preparation. 

Be prepared for the possibility I wont be there. If the weather is bad, meaning 
if there is snow, I may not be able to because the renatal cars usually do not have 
snow tired and as has already had experiences with the radials being inadequate, 
despite the hipe, when the road is slippery.
